the Soviet press while still praising President Kennedy's efforts to relieve east-west tension lashed out at 
implications of communist blame for his assassination the newspaper Pravda said the murder of Kennedy 
was not a shock for the John Birch Society the Ku Klux Klan and other ultra right-wingers Providence New 
York correspondent Boris astral Knopf charged that definite quarters in the United States were trying to use 
the tragic death of mr. Kennedy for stirring up anti Soviet and anti Cuban hysteria Pravda then went on to 
say that while Oswald had been charged officially with the murder of the President Oswald had denied those 
charges Murphy Martin reporting ABCs regular commercial programmer may remain suspended until further 
notice because of this period of national mourning we pause now for five seconds for station identification 
Dallas homicide captain Wilfrid said shortly after Lee Harvey Oswald died that murder charges were filed 
against Jack Ruby police said there was no chance for a deathbed confession from Oswald he apparently 
could not speak after he was shot he did not say a word from the moment he fell with the bullet in his body 
police said captain Fritz said the assassination case was closed with the death of Oswald but he added we 
never quit digging for evidence we'd like to remind you that a tribute to John Fitzgerald Kennedy from

House to the Capitol this afternoon foreign policy officials reacted with shock and dismay today to the 
shooting of the accused assassin of President Kennedy the eyes of the world focused on the United States 
as a result of the assassination they had hoped the arrest and trial of the accused killer Lee Oswald would 
demonstrate the order fairness and justice which the United States has presented to others as a major virtue 
and its democratic system continuing our coverage we go to Hyannis Port Massachusetts and Dave J this is 
Dave Jane at the Hyannis Airport and we're still waiting the members of the 
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we're still waiting the members of the Kennedy family in Hyannis Port to arrive here presidential plane the 
Caroline has been warming up for 25 to 30 minutes now the arrival here seems imminent expected to leave 
for Washington and the president's mother this is Rose Kennedy his brother Senator Ted Kennedy and his 


sister mrs. Eunice Shriver one time during the day there had been speculation the president's father Joseph 
Kennedy may make the trip but at this time this seems highly unlikely he was seen riding in a convertible 
today with his niece and Gargan people in Hyannis Port tell me this is the first time he has been seen outside 
the Kennedy family compound in three weeks but at this time it seems the family should be arriving here 
within minutes this is Dave Jane reporting Democratic leaders from both houses of Congress called on the

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Mansfield said Kennedy left his fellow-citizens a profound whipped from which a great leader emerged 
kindness and a strength fused into the human courage to seek peace without fear and all the while this 
afternoon foreign leaders continued to arrive in these United States once again for up-to-the-minute 
coverage from Dallas we go to wfaa-tv Jack Ruby a nightclub owner in Dallas is in Dallas City Jail now 
accused of having assassinated Lee Oswald ruby was in the basement of the Dallas City Hall building when 
Oswald was brought out to be placed in an armored car and to be carried to the Dallas County Jail this 
picture shows Ruby as he approaches Oswald who was on the arms of two detectives and this picture 
allegedly shows Ruby pointing the gun at the chest of Oswald just an instant before he fired the shot ruby 
wearing the gray hat in the lower right hand corner of the picture this picture taken an instant after Oswald 
was shot shown on the right his face registering the pain after the bullet had entered his body Oswald being 
placed on a stretcher after he was shot prior to his being rushed to Dallas Parkland Hospital shortly after his 
arrival there at officially 107 Dallas time Oswald was pronounced dead and and now later they came the 
official medical statement from Dallas Parkland Hospital is chairman of the Department of Surgery at 
Southwestern Medical School of the University of Texas and Chief of Surgery at Parkland Memorial Hospital 
dr. 





at Parkland Memorial Hospital dr. Schneider we have prepared a statement which we've read over and he 
liked his accurate the first call mr. Oswald in the park emergency room number two around 11:30 a.m. today 
Sunday November the 24th at that time he was unconscious he had no blood pressure but made agonal 
respire torre efforts in the tracheal tube was placed by dr. mt Jenkins chief anesthesia intravenous fluids and 
blood were started immediately there was on infection a gunshot wound the infant's over the left lower lateral 
chest wall and the bullet could be felt in the subcutaneous tissue on the opposite side of the body over the 
right lower lateral chest cave it was probable from his morbid condition that the bullet had injured major blood 
vessels within the abdomen below the diaphragm consequently he was taken immediately to the operating 
room through a midline abdominal incision the abdomen was explored several liters of blood were 
immediately encountered expiration revealed that the bullet had gone from left to right injuring the spleen 
pancreas a Orta vena cava right kidney and right lobe of the liver the bullet then came to rest in the right 
chest wall and substance aeneas area major bleeding points were then identified and the control was 
obtained at this time there was a low but major bull's blood pressure and heartbeat massive transfusions 
were being given in multiple sites at this time this point dr. Jenkins informed he had lost blood pressure and 
pulse 
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he had lost blood pressure and pulse suddenly and he felt cardiac arrest had occurred left chest was 
immediately open and the heart was found and Fennville cardiac massage was started promptly and he 
pulse was obtained with massage cardiac fibrillation rapidly ensued in spite of intracardiac drugs and 
defibrillation no effective heartbeat was ever established when the signs of death were absolute he was 
pronounced dead at 1:07 p.m. patient never regained consciousness and obviously died of a massive injury

at the basic facts of the matter in regard to who was the real assassin was Oswald the real assassin well | 
too would agree that the slaying of Oswald was just too great as great a crime against humanity as the 
assassination of the president may i express myself | think it's a wonderful thing that | was walled is dead | 
believe in an eye for an eye a tooth for a tooth and he deserved what he got 
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and he deserved what he got well | think he deserves what he got but | think after all with all the violence 
we've had that he should have had a trial | know then he would have been sent to the electric chair but | still 
think I'm sorry that it happened and | saw that there was another and so you've heard opinions from Dallas 
from New York of Washington varying opinions as the case may be but still opinions able to be made 
because this is a free country Lee Harvey Oswald's death may have left this nation with an enduring mystery 
whether the black-haired ex-marine who once tried to become a Russian citizen really killed mr. Kennedy 
and if so why despite intensive questioning and despite the assertion of authorities that they had enough 
evidence to send Oswald to the electric chair the accused assassin never wavered in his insistence that he 
was not mr. Kennedy's killer | did not kill President Kennedy Oswald declared when he was arrested shortly 
after the assassination | did not kill anyone that was the firm denial Oswald died with the captain will frets of 
the Dallas Police Department one of the most respected law enforcement officers in the state of Texas said 
after Oswald's death this afternoon and again with quote we don't know of anyone else who was involved in 
it and as far as we're concerned the case is closed there is no question in my mind that Oswald was the man 
who shot President Kennedy we never quit seeking evidence we have plenty but if we find other evidence of 
course and there the quote hens horse trailed off and he just didn't finish the sentence and as we said the 
nation possibly left with enduring mystery the demand killed 
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enduring mystery the demand killed President Kennedy and if so why one of President Kennedy's 


outstanding achievements during his tenure of office was the creation of the Peace Corps and this has been 
accepted as fact in many areas of the world in Manila today the Philippines Herald urged that the Peace 
Corps be renamed the Kennedy Corps the paper went on to say the Peace Corps perhaps symbolizes the 
late president's great love for peace and dedication to its cause nothing could be more fitting than that its 
name be changed to Kennedy Corps as we mentioned earlier and throughout the day other ABC reporters 
have been mentioning to you world leaders are in the United States or are enroute to these United States for 
the funeral services tomorrow governor Rockefeller has proclaimed tomorrow a legal holiday in New York 
State and observance of President Kennedy's funeral the governor's office in Albany explained the 
proclamation allows all local governments banks and private firms to close if they so decide and essential 
services such as police and fire protection will continue at the discretion of local governments now to 
Washington in a commentary on the murder of Lee Oswald earlier today we made the remark that in Europe 
prime ministers do not have heavy guards frequently they have no guards and none has ever been 
assassinated in fact | can't remember of an attempted assassination of a prime minister in Great Britain and 
an an named Michael Tillis from Alameda California telephoned and said in Europe weapons are not sold 
freely it is a felony to carry them and only authorities may possess them we are now a grown country and yet 
our gun laws are adapted still to frontier living there may be a great deal in that Oswald was

watching for in Washington is the arrival of the foreign dignitaries at today's funeral ceremonies the 
procession there were some foreign dignitaries but for the most part were men who represent their countries 
here as diplomats at the United Nations or as ambassadors here in Washington the high-level Chiefs of 
government and Chiefs of State have not yet begun to arrive but we're expecting the beginning of the arrival 
of some of them very soon at the Dulles International Airport as you know the president of France Charles de 
Gaulle is expected to come the Prime Minister and the Foreign Minister of Japan arrived in San Francisco 
and are now on their way also to the Dulles International Airport we are expecting from Great Britain an 
unusual array of leading visitors Prince Philip of Great Britain the Prime Minister the Conservative 
government's Prime Minister Sir Alec douglas-home and Sir Harold Ketchum who was who is now a 
permanent undersecretary in the Foreign Office and who used to be the British ambassador here in 
Washington but it's quite remarkable that both political parties decided to send representatives here so the 
Labour Party the Labour Party has decided to send Harold Wilson its new leader here and he too will be in 
the official British delegation in all the Gallup polls in Great Britain now someone is beginning to arrive at 
Dulles Airport so we switch there to John Sculley mr. John Scalia Dulles 





John Sculley mr. John Scalia Dulles Airport where Secretary of State Rusk and Assistant Secretary of State 
Roger Hillsman or the Far Eastern Division are momentarily awaiting the arrival of the japanese prime 
minister EK doe Prime Minister Ikeda is now in the mobile lounge which drew up directly to his plane and is 
now virtually at the doorway here Secretary of State Rusk at the moment is greeting the visiting dignitaries

Japanese leader was not hurt secretary Rusk plans to spend virtually the entire afternoon at the new stylish 
Dulles air terminal here he has about 15 distinguished foreign visitors that he will meet during the course of 
the next few hours he has a special reception room where he rests in between handshaking arrivals and 
which is equipped with direct communications with the State Department which is something like 15 or 20 
miles away mr. Rusk was in midair in a special White House plane some 700 miles west of Honolulu at the 
time the first word was flashed that the president the late John F Kennedy had been injured by an assassin 
or 12 agonizing minutes mr. Rusk and the five cabinet officers who were accompanying him sought to 
confirm the news finally they reached the White House Situation Room by a special emergency phone and 
we're told indeed it was true mr. Rusk then consulted with his cabinet colleagues and and decided to turn 
back even before the full extent of the president's injuries were known five minutes later mr. Rusk was told 
by the
